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Corcoran Delays 
New School 

Corcoran Gallery of Art School and 
Monument Realty have received permis¬ 
sion from the DC Zoning Commission 
to complete the Randall project on I St. 
SW in 2015 instead of 2011. 

SW/SE ANC6D voted to oppose the 
move because it included delaying com¬ 
munity benefits, such as an arts project, 
scholarships and a volunteer program, 
that had been agreed upon.. 

The ANC is asking the DC Attorney 
General for advice on enforcing the origi¬ 
nal agreement, which was the basis for 
the ANC reversing its opposition to the 
projects PUD application. 

ANC Commissioner David Sobelsohn 
reports that Sixth Ward Councilmember 
Tommy Wells “hopes to arrange a meet¬ 
ing soon among all concerned.”

New WASA Rate to Shift Burden to Feds 


DC and Federal Government water 
users will have a larger share of the burden 
of the $2 billion Combined Sewer Over¬ 
flow costs by the DC Water and Sewer 
Authority under an “impervious area” 
charge being considered by WASA. 

In documents filed with the WASA 
2009 budget WASA states “an impervious 
area structure will cause a shift in the cost 
allocation between customer classes due 


to differences in their water use [the pres¬ 
ent rate system] and their land use [the 
impervious rate structure]. Multi-Family 
Residential customers will pay only 13% 
of WASA receipts, compared to their pres¬ 
ent 27% share. Commercial users will pay 
22% instead of 33%. DC Govt, will pay 
6% instead of their present 4% share. The 
Federal Govt, share will increase from the 
present 15% to 35%. 


Sunday Parking Restrictions Under Review 


New Sun. curbside parking restrictions 
may be on the way out, was the impres¬ 
sion given by DC Dept, of Transportation 
officials at a recent public meeting. D.C. 
Council Member Tommy Wells is hear¬ 
ing from Capitol Hill Church members 
who find the new parking rules especially 
disruptive on Sundays, when rules take 
effect an hour and more before the 1:35 
pm game starting times. 

However, Councilmember Wells has 
assured The Southwester that the SW/SE 


ANC 6D area will be allowed to keep the 
Sunday and other parking restrictions 

The SW/SE ANC6D has voiced strong 
support for continuing the Sunday restric¬ 
tions. 

Complaints from SW residents living 
on streets near the ballpark that ballpark 
employees were using visitor passes to park 
their cars in SW were met by a Nationals 
officials assurance that employees will be 
urged not to do that. 


ANC Cites TOPP Problems 


A recent meeting of SW/SE Advisory 
Neighborhood Commission 6D voted 
to write the DC Dept, of Transportation 
about problems with the new ballpark- 
related traffic and parking rules. 

The hours for No Parking on M St. 
SW need adjusting, many residents feel. 
No-left-turn signs on 9'^ St. SW approach¬ 
ing G St. SW cause problems for residents 


trying to reach their homes in the G St. 
area. On several blocks of different SW 
streets, new signs announcing parking 
restrictions still have not been put up. 

Commissioner Bob Siegel representing 
the SE neighborhood complained about 
DOT not consulting the neighbors or the 
ANC before making St. SE One-Way.

The Anthony Bowen Program, a positive fixture 
in S.W for decades, will be sorely missed.

Honoring Justice Thurgood 
Marshall’s Life and Legacy 


At a dinner on May 17 
John Marshall, Son of US 
Supreme Court Justice Thur¬ 
good Marshall, and Elaine R. 

Jones, President and Director- 
Counsel, Emeritus, NAACP 
Legal Defense and Education¬ 
al Fund, Inc. (LDF) gave poi¬ 
gnant yet humorous remind¬ 
ers of their experiences with 
Thurgood Marshall. Jones suc¬ 
ceeded Marshall as the first 
woman to head LDF. 

Held at St. Augustine’s Epis¬ 
copal Church in Southwest, 
the event, entitled “A Mighty 
Flood of Justice — A River of 
Righteous Living, ” was a part¬ 
nership effort of St. Augus¬ 
tine’s, St. Matthew’s Evangelical Lutheran 
Church and the Thurgood Marshall Cen¬ 
ter Trust, Inc. (TMC). Marshall, the first 
African American Supreme Court Justice, 
and his family attended St. Augustine’s 
while residing in SW first on G Street and 
then Fourth Street during the 1960s. 

Highlights of the Saturday, May 17, 
program included opening remarks by The 
Rev. Martha K. Clark, Priest-in-Charge, 
St. Augustine’s Church and Thomasina 
W. Yearwood, Executive Director, TMC, 
In addition, musical renditions by Reverb, 
a local acappela group, and a poem by 
Jamal O. Jones, entitled Thurgood Mar¬ 
shall: A Mighty Man. ” The Rev. Phillip C. 
Huber, Pastor, St. Matthew’s is naming 
its new center The Thurgood and Cecilia 
Marshall SW Community Center. Mrs. 
Marshall, a member of St. Augustine’s, 
thanked everyone for honoring and help¬ 
ing to perpetuate Justice Marshall legacy 
of justice and equality. 

On Sun., May 18, Southwest resident 
Roger Wilkins, Professor of American 
History and Culture, George Mason U 


Cissy Marshall and Thelma Jones 

was the guest speaker. Wilkins, a long 
time personal friend of Marshall, worked 
for him in New York. A photo exhibit 
chronicled Thurgood Marshall’s life from 
early childhood to his seat on the Supreme 
Court bench. A stand-up life size display 
of the 1993 Marshall postage stamp, com¬ 
pliments of the US Postal Service. 

A proposal is being considered to des¬ 
ignate May 17a feast day in the Episcopal 
Church Diocese to remember Marshall’s 
witness, as this was the anniversary of 
Brown vs. Board of Education, Marshall’s 
1954 landmark Supreme Court victory 
which declared segregated education in 
public schools unconstitutional.
